The husband promised to do 
better and continued to dissipate as 


the evil geniuses of Mrs. .Maybrick Jn 
the person of the brothera.p'f, Mr. May- 
brick. They had conceived a violent 
hatred for the beautiful young Ameri- 
can, and upon their suggestion, or at 
least as a result of their, hints, Mrs. 
Maybrick, who had been Ut.a semicon- 
scious condition for three days succeed- 
ing the death BfhSr husband, was ftf* 
rested. The public regarded the pro*

ceedlng as an outrage, and this view 
was accentuated by the flimsy evidence 
against Mrs. Maybrick which was ad- 
duced at:the trial. But as'the trial was, 
almost a farce press and public alike" 
laughed at what was regarded as the 
slap in the face which the Jury's verdict 
was certain to give the Maybrick broth- 
ers. This was the slttfation when Mr. 
justice Stephen, who presided, began 
hia charge-, to the jury. It. was a re- 
markable utterance to corhe from the 
bench, being, .practically an Injunction 


though the recitations were in.a tongue 
foreign to her. Florence was carefully 
raised, and everything was done to in- 
struct her in those things which the 
presumptive wife of some prosperous 
man should understand. Competent 
persons were employed to instruct her 
In the mysteries of housekeeping, and 
high salaried teachers wevfe employed 
to develop her natural taste for art 
and music. In short, she was "gently 
reared" in the most extreme sense of 
that much misapplied term. As a girl 
she was noted for her consideration for 
those about her and for her tender so- 
licitude for sick friends or relatives. 


In 1878 Florence returned to New 


York, where she met James Maybriuk. 
She was sixteen, he was forty. She 
was a pure, unsophisticated girl; he 
was a man of the world who had sound- 
ed the depths of dissipation. Her fam- 
ily recognized his unworthiness to be 
the wife of any pure woman, bitterly 
opposed the match, but without avail, 
and Florence Chandler in July, 1881, in 
London, the honle of her husband, be- 
came Mrs. Maybrick. After a business 
sojourn of several years In this country 
the Maybricks returned to ^gland to 
live permanently, taking un their resl- 


much as ever. What made Mrs. May- 
brick's life all the more difficult was tho 
fact that her husband was also ad- 
dicted to 'the drug habit, using for what 
purpose no one has ever been able to 
ascertain several powerful solutions, of 
arsenic. 
On April 27, 18S9, Maybrick, who had 


been confined to the house periodically 
for several weeks, accepted the invita- 
tion of a friend to attend the races. He 
went on horseback and was soaked to 
the skin by a heavy rainstorm. Never- 
theless he remained out until a late 
hour that night and contracted a vio- 
lent cold. The following day he was 
confined to his bed and in less than two 
weeks died. The physician's certificate 
gave the cause of death as "inflamma- 
tion of the stomach, due to grave in- 
discretion in eating." 


Up to this point there had been no 


breath of suspicion, but here entered

to convict, which the jtiry promptly did 
and Mrs. Maybrick was sentenced to b 
hanged a few weeks later. 


But the public had now become thor 


oughly aroused, and sugh a protest wa 
sent up that the home secretary com 
muted the convict's sentence to impris 
onment for life on the.ground that ther 
was a reasonable doubt of her havin 
administered arsenic to her husband 
This only increased the clamor, for th 
English law distinctly provides that the 
prisoner must be given the benefit of 
the doubt. Thus" If there was a doubt 
Mrs. Maybrick should have been set at 
liberty. If there was no doubt, she 
should have been executed. An appeal 
would have very soon disposed of the 
case, but as the English law provides 
for no review of a criminal procedure 
save at the hands of the home secretary 
Mrs. 
Maybrick languished in Woking 


and later In Aylesbury prison. 
To appreciate the injustice of the ver- 


dict It is necessary to briefly review the 
evidence. The judge in his. charge laid 


reat stress upon two facts—the finding 
i the Maybrick house of a considerable 
uatttity-of arsenic and the discovery ot 
ome ny paper* which Mrs. Maybrick 
eclared she >yas in the habit o{ soak- 
ng to make a face wash. He Ignored 
he fact that it was proved that May- 
rick was a habitual arsenic eater, 
nd the home secretary later ignored 
he testimony of the man who had sold 
he arsenic to Maybrick himself as well 
s the statement'of the woman wjio had 
old Mrs. Maybrick how to compound 
he face ^ash-Srom the fly papers.' Be- 
ides, ItwaW proved that-all ot the fly 
apers which Mrs. Maybrick admitted 
avlng bought did not contain ..enough 
rsenic to kill a man when those which 
vere left untouched were deducted. In 
dditlon to all this, but one-quarter ot 
grain of arsenic was found in the vis- 
era of the dead man, while physicians 
n bqth sides testified that that quail- 
Ity would have been left from a single 
dose of the preparation which tt was 
•onceded that Maybrick had never 
ceased to take. Thus there really was 
not a peg upon which to hang the case 
of the prosecution, and no one waS 
more shocked and more pained at the 
astonishing verdict than the prosecut- 
ing officer. 


At about this time ,it began to 1>< 


whispered that Mr. Justice Stephen hai1 
atterly given evidence of not being as 
sound mentally as a man in hi8,posltlon 
should" be. Of course no one dared to 
publish this statement 'in England, bu 
It was printed In this country by a 
great many newspapers. The offlcla 
London press naturally sneered a 
"Yankee sensationalism" and continued 
to do so until about two years after th' 
conviction of Mrs. .Maybrick, when Mr 
Justice Stephen was forced -to retire 
from the bench. He was Incarcerated 
in a private asylum as he had been de 
clared to be hopelessly Jnsane. Thej 
a little later he died, while the victim

At any rat* it to 
Ikely that Mrs. Maybrick will for a 
long time be a marked woman, and 
those who best know her woftld not be 
surprised if she should" carry out her 
_ong announced purpose of spending her 
last dollar to demonstrate beyond all 
possibility of cavil that her husband'rt 
death was not brought about or even 
remotely contributed to by her.

The public may get along with these

other. There Is no escape from this 
result except his defeat. 


Considering these things it might 


be well about this time to find out

Springfield is held up, the X rays turn- 
ed upon it for Decatur leform republi- 
cans and an inspiring story Is told of 
how the republicans went to the polls 
determined to down the gang, how 
they even asked the over-worked dem- 
ocratic "reform" 
committeemen 
to 


leave the polls and rest and give them 
a chance to show their loyalty to "re. 
form" by work for the democratic tick- 
et. The "organ" also graphically des 
cribes the result of the election in 
Springfield and how the city was re- 
deemed by the election of the demo 
cratic city ticket.

PRESENT-DAY FAMILIES. 


President Received Many Letters On 


the Subject. 


The discussion through the newspa- 


pers of the size of the present day fam- 
ilies as affecting the country's future, 
occasioned by President Eliot's inves- 
tigation and by President Roosevelt's 
letter of Introduction to' a new book, 
has reflected Itself largely In the Wlilte 
House {nail. The president is getting 
hundreds of letters of congratulation 
on his phrase, "race suicide," as well 
as all sorts of practical suggestions for 
a. campaign to cure the evil. 
One of 


the amusing Incidents was the receipt 
at the White House yesterday of a 
photograph of a Detroit family group, 
consisting of a young-looking 
man 


and wife and twelve children. 
No 


name was attached or other mark, ex- 
cept the laconic legend: "Not guilty." 


Aa interesting phase of this popula- 


tion question, by the way, concerns the 
south. Families there are still large. 
The ten-chlM home, go largely reduced 
to a tradition in the north, is by no 
means un^mal. The economic restraint 


is less operative. 
In rural regions, 


where space and food and fuel are In- 
expensive, the rearing of a family of 
ten children is not the burden propor- 
tionately that it is In the urban com- 
munities of the north, where every oc- 
cupied room means added cost, and 
where the requirements of life are so 
high. 
How long the large family 


habit of the south will lait remains to 
be seen; the day it stops the colored 
brother will come in to possess the 
land, for It will be several generations 
at least before the preventive checks, 
so-called, will uffect his rate of In- 
crease. 


Twenty years ago there was a stir 


among sociologists over the rapidity of 
the increase of the colored population 
between the censuses of 1870 and of 
1880. 
It was. feared that the negro 


was outpopulat^ng the Caucasian, and 
that In time the who:e south would 
become Africanized. 
Later censuses 


have quieted this alarm. 
It should, 


however, be regarded as premature 


rather than baseless. The census of 
1900 showed that the negroes of this 
country were maintaining a rate of In- 
crease, without the addition of any col- 
ored Immigration, 
which 
was well 


alongside the white Increase, reciuitcd 
as it is by half a million Europeans 
a year. 
Tlio south gets little of this 


Immigration. Were Its white families to 
drop to the size of the families of New 
England of English descent, toward 
which some tendency Is already ob- 
servable, thi> negro would quickly ji.iss 
from the numeiicul minority he now 
constitutes in most of the states to ,m 
actual majority, and soon to a 
very 


large one.—New York Post.

PLANS FOR IMPROVEMENTS 


New Buildings, Etc., for the State Fair 


Grounds. 
Plans for the new dairy building, the 
steel coverings for the .walks and 'for 
extensions to the present cbverlng be- 
tween the machinery hall and .the .dome 
building have been prepared and they 
are on exhibition In the office of the 
secretary of the state board of agricul- 
ture. The plans have been made by 
Reeves & Bailie, of Peoria. The first 
is the dairly building: It is to be 162 
by 64 feet, two stories In height. The 
structure is plain. One each side of the 
main entrance are two groups of three 
windows each. 
These 
have circular 


tops and the stone and brick above 
is set in circular form. Between the 
two sets of windows there is a column. 
The entrance itself is high with por- 
tico effect flanked by graceful columns. 
On each side of the vestibules are of- 
fices. On the opposite side of the build- 
Ing there is a similar entrance and on 
each side of. its vestibule are the toilet 
rooms. The Interior of the building is 
one large room for exhibits. The plans 
for the covered walks include all the 
cement walks leading from the dome 
building to the exposition hall. The 
roof Is to be supported by attractive 
steel posts. The 
pavilions 
will be 
twenty feet wide and along the top o£ 
the roof and along the sides will run 
ornamental iron work. The wide span 
Is across the driveway between the two 
buildings. The 
architect 
has also 


drawn plans for widening the; covered 
roof of the connection between the 
dome and machinery hall. There will 
be additions on each side similar to 
the eves on the main portion of the 
machinery hall annex. This will widen 
the covered exposition space so as to 
do away with a large number of. the 
tents which now must be used.

AN UP-TO-DATE MINE. 


Barclay Coal Company Has' Just In- 


stalled Electric Service. 


A system of electric 
transmission 


and lighting has been installed In the 
mine of the Barclay Coal Mining com- 
pany at Barclay and has just been put 
into operation. 
It Is a complete suc- 


cess and makes the mine one of the 
models in the state. 
The workings 


have reached a distance of a mile from 
the bottom of the shaft and the cost of 
hauling the coal that far was a large 
sum. and cut Into .the profits Immense- 
ly. The electric road is operated on the 
principle of the tMrd rail, such as cars 
are propelled on the elevated roads In 
the cities. The new track is construct- 
er as substantially as a steam road. 
The curves are carefully laid and the 
whole lines Is ballasted. , The frogs 
and switches are of the most approved 
and up-to-date patterns. 
The motor 


has a capacity to haul forty or- fifty 
ton* of coal at a. fast speed. The motor 
car .and train move along as smoothly 
as a car on a street railway and the 
load of forty tons is pulled with ease. 
The main tunnel or entry Is equipped 
with electric lights and can be made 
as bright as day.. The. track on which 
the coal is moved has a two per cent, 
grade nearly half way. The new- sye- 
t«m -does away with the mule anfl mule 
drivers. 
The power for the system is 


obtained from an engine and dynamo 
on top of the ground. This system Is 
the only one of the kind In operation in 
this district, but it i» believed that be- 
fore many years it will be in general 
use everywhere, as the saving In cost 
of transportation will soon pay for it.

PROBLEMS OF WINTER WHEAT. 


What Kind of Weather Help* the Crop 


and' What Endanqora It. 


In the city a heavy fall of enow 


is generally regarded aa it nuisance. 
In the agricultural districts a very dif- 
ferent view U taken; andt at a tnat- 
ter of fact, a- «eneral and widespread 


suoli »• UO« weefc^s, to of 


Incalculable Value to the country as a 
whole. It has been 
justly said that 


"snow Is the poor man's fertilizer."' 


Winter wheat Is a hardy plant and 


well adapted by nature to withstand 
the vicissitudes of the winter weather. 
This is especially true, in view of the 
modern methods of farming. The grain 
is nowadays planted by the use of ma- 
chinery. On good dry soil it roaches a 
depth of about four inches, and oc- 
casionally more, instead of being: sown 
broad cast on the surface as formerly: 
As a consequence the roots are able 
to go down deep Into the^soll, where 
there Is usually plenty of moisure, so 
that they become strong tthd vigorou.i, 
and not easily hurt. 


There is, in fact very, little danger 


of serious Injury to winter wh«at by 
frosts, provided the temperature re- 
mains uniformly cold. The tltae when 
real apprehension Is felt by winter- 
wheat farmers Iswhen weather Is vari- 
able, one^day cold and the next mild, 
or alternately thawing and freezing. 
Such weather serves to crack the sur- 
face of the soil, causing small upheav- 
als, which are calculated to expose the 
roots of the winter wheat when they 
are near the surface. 


It is, therefore, pretty generally rec- 


ognized that the critical month for th» 
winter wheat crop Is'March, for the ob- 
vious reason that the weather Is then 
likely to be unsettled and,variable. No 
one need wonder, therefore, that far.- 
mers are happy when the ground IB 
covered by snow during the last half of 
February and'early in March. A good 
Blanket of snow in March is also wel- 
comed because. It prevents damage, by 
high winds, which 
otherwise might 


blow the dirt away from the root*, in 
case they had ben exposed -through a!,- 
ternate thawing and freezing. 


Snow Is not only useful for growing 


crops but It la also highly Jeslrable for 
coming crops, because H leaves the 
soil in favorable condition. For one 
thing, it keeps the frost from going 
excessively deep, 
and, furthermore, 


leaves the ground soft and moist, Bo 
that It Is possible to get the Reed In 
early In the spring. Generally, too, It 
aseiures prompt germination. 


The Importance of the abundance of 


snow was proved In 1900, the year 
when the spring wheat production wan 
decidedly short. 
The- enormous loss, 


that year, was largely 
* ascribed to a

Shall Call For Bids. 


The bill provides how the commis- 


sion shall advertise for bids and what 
those wishing to bid and those who 
receive contiacta must do. Innumerabl. 
safeguards' are thrown about the st.ite 
in this respect. Bids are to be lecelved 
first from the publishers of text books 
to furnlsK~"books for th'e schools for a 
term of flve years; secondly, bids will 
be received from authors who have 
manuscripts of books not published and 
the prices at which they will sell to the 
state together with 
the copyright; 


thirdly, from persons who are willing 
to undertake the compilation of books 
either the whole Berles pf any part of 
it and the price at which they will do 
the work. All publishers making bids 
must accompany them 
with a fifty 


thousand dollar bond. Each bidder must 
present affidavits that he <s in no wise 
directly or Indirectly, connected with 
any other publisher or firm who is 
bidding at the same time and that he 
has no pecuniary Interest In any other 
firm or firms bidding for contracts. If 
any competent author shall offer any 
manuscripts to the state free of charge 
and it is. of high excellence the boarc 
must not1 contract for the purchase ol 
ti work on that same subject. 


The Maximum Cost Hix«d. 


No contract shall be entered into by 


the board for books at rates that wil 
necessitate a cost to the people of 
more than the 
following schedule;

60 cents; physical geography, 80 cents; 
copy books, each 5 cents, , 


May Publish Its Own Book*. 


If the board ( after seeing, the bids 


believe that the books can be furnish- 
ed for less money to the people by 
procuring and publishing the manu- 
scripts, they shall do so, advertising for 
proposals for the publication of such 
manuscripts. The state of Illinois shall 
not be liable for any sum, whatever to 
any contractor, but the contractor must 


receive all hls^compensatlon from the 
proceeds of tlie sale of the hooks. 


"When the contract Is 
let for the 
books, tha governor 
shall Issue his 


proclamation to that effect. 
Within 


thirty days after 
the proclamation 


every school board shall certify to Us 
county superintendent the number of 
books required by the children for use 
In its district. The county superinten- 
dent shall make requisition on the su- 
perintendent of public Instruction who 
shall In turn make requisition on the 
contractor. Within ninety days after 
receipt of the order, the contractor 
must ship the books giving the con- 
signee due notice In advance. 
The 


books are to be delivered the the coun- 
ty superintendent. The bill provides the 
details of packing the books and all 
the minutest Instructions 'as to the 
condition on arrived are set forth. The 
school boards or trustees shall distri- 
bute the books in a manner fully de- 
tailed by the bill. The trustees shall 
then sell to the patrons of their schools 
the books and receive nothing but 
cash. Provision is made for the pur- 
chase by certain persons of these books 
Iiorn the county superintendent under 
certain exceptional conditions. 


Reports on Sales. 


Every three months the trustees or 


boards are to make icport to the coun- 
ty superintendent of the sales, books 
on hand and return to him all pro- 
ceeds of sales. 


After the law Is in force every su- 


perintendent must give a bond equal i 
to $100 for each thousand Inhabitants' 
in his countq for the faithful discharge 
of his duties under this particular act 
If any superintendent can not or falls 
to give bond his office shall become 
vacant at 'onoe. The county superinten- 
dent shall make report to'the contrac- 
tor within ten days after the receipt of 
the quarterly reports from the various 
school boards in his county. 


Contractor May Sue. 


In case the superintendent does not 


make remittances promptly and as di- 
rected in the bill the contractor will 
have light of action upon his bond.

Revision of Books. 


The bill provides that on the cover 


of the adopted books shall be printed 
the price and local school authorities 
are to nee that all books purchased by 
pupils' contain the price on the cover 
as directed by The law. The bill pro- 
vides for revision of books^ The com- 
mission may engage a competent per- 
son to make the revision and the con- 
tT'actor shall have six months in which 
to prepare the revised book for th» 
market. County superintendents must 
have at least a year's notice that a re- 
vision of a book Is to be placed in 
their hands for sale. The bill makes it 
the duty of those handling books to 
scale down their supplies and requisi- 
tions so that when the revision Is ready 
they shall have on hand the minimum 
number of the old books. 


After Five Years' Service. 


After a book has been in use for flve 


years the board may propose to the 
contractor a reduction in price in order 
that the book or a revision of it may 
remain in the schools for the next flve 
years. A provision is made for the ap- 
pointment of arbitrators who shall de- 
termine what reduction, if any, should 
be matie on a book or a revision of it 
after flve years of service. If the con- 
tractor shall accede to the verdict of 
this board the book shall remain for 
flve years at the price fixed in the 
vet diet. 
If the contractor refuses to 
accede the board may advertise for 
bids for the ensuing flve years on that 
particular book or series of books. 
Nothing in the act shall be construed 
to prevent the board from exercising 
their discretion in deciding whether 
they shall order any of the books al- 
ready in use under contract to be re- 
vjssd or whether, Instead, they shall 
advertise for books to be adopted in- 
stead of tha books already in use. 


No revision shall be made except in 


geographies and histories oftener than 
every five years. 


Every board of education or board of 


trustees may appoint one member who 
shall give bond and who may handle 
the books, charging not more than 12 
per cent in addition to the contract 
pi ice for his time and services. School 
boards and trustees may also place the 
books on sale with merchants but the 
requirements of the act remain binding 
upon the directors or boards, and the 
prices are to be ns they are fixed.

Washington Lodge, No. 22, on June 
3, 1812, by 
Washington's executors. 


They also gave the lodge the box Is 
which the Lafayette apron came 
France, which has upon Its top a mark 
master's emblem.
